When the production is 
given at Clarke College, the fif- 
teenth century settings and cos- 
tumes will be used because of the 
versatility which they afford. 
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THE LITURGICAL APOSTOLATE 


In the liturgy of Holy Weck, the old, old story overflowing 
with beauty and pathos—the story of the rejection of the God- 
Man by the people whom He had come to save is told again. 
Each year the Church unfolds the story in a series of dramatic 
rites surrounded by solemn ceremonies. Never was there a drama 
of any kind that swept with such simple grandeur through a suc- 
cession of beautiful, heart-rending pictures to a climax like Cal- 
vary. Never has a human playwright been able to build up to 
such a burst of light and triumph as the immortal glory of an 
Easter Sunday and the Resurrection, shattering and scattering 
the gloom and sorrow of Good Friday. From a dramatic side 
alone we have a priceless heritage in this sublime tragedy. 


And yet, how many of us realize the symbolism of these 
ceremonies? Few, we are afraid. For that matter, how many 
of us appreciate or understand the liturgy of even the simplest 
and the commonest rites connected with the Mass? During the 
years when the printing of missals in the vernacular had not be- 
come a common practice, one might expect this ignorance. How- 
ever since the growth of the “Liturgical Apostolate” sponsored 
by the Bencdictine Fathers and blessed by the Pope, missals 
have come into ordinary use and a wealth of literature explain- 
ing the traditional customs is offered to the faithful so that there 
18 no excuse for ignorance. 


What then, 1s the reason for such seeming indifference? It 
may be that because it is all so familiar we look upon it as mere 
form. It is so far from that! In the Holy Weck ceremonies, 
for example, if we could but see the entrance of Christ into Jer- 
usalem, saddened by the knowledge of how soon the triumphant 
Iiosannahs would change to “Crucifige.” If we could [eel that 
we are in the place of those fickle people who strewed His way 
with palms, would we not resolve that our Hosannahs would be 
sincere and that He might find loyal followers now, however 
late? And so, through all the touching ceremonies—the washing 
of the feet on Holy Thursday, the stripping of the altars, the 
silencing of church bells and organ, the Mass of the Presanctified 
on Good Friday, the Tre Ore and all the various blessings on Holy 
Saturday culminating in the victory of Life over death that is 
Easter Sunday. If we would only make an effort to try to un- 
derstand the poignant meaning of it all how much more it would 
all signify. 


Missals include explanations of ceremonies in the simplest 
kind of manner. There are, besides, special inexpensive editions 
of Holy Week books that contain all the prayers for the scason 
and elaborations of the meaning beneath the ceremonies. Let 
us resolve then, to make our participation in the liturgy of the 
Church intelligent as well as devout. Let us revere and under- 
stand the beautiful symbolism embodied in the greatest of all 
dramas, the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. 





OMISSIONS ' 


Very frequently here at college there occur instances of 
negligence which although seemingly trivial to the offenders, are 
a source Of great annoyance to the offended. Meetings wunat- 
tended, promises unfulfilled, committees ignored —all of these 
negative modes of conduct come under the broad classification 
of omissions. Numerous attempts to classify the offenders have 
been made. Are they—these absent or tardy ones—slothful or 
are they guilty of the Iess harsh-sounding reproach—thought- 
lessness ? 


To us after having played both roles, those of the offended 
and the offending, it would seem that the latter term is the solu- 
tion of the problem of finding a suitable name. Thoughtlessness 
is evidently a very plausible explanation for the numerous re- 
currences of the annoyances occasioned by omissions. A hastily 
murmured, “Yes, I'll be there,” an absent-mindedly uttered, “I’ll 
be glad to do it,” and the promise is perhaps forgotten until an 
impatient chairman rashly ventures a resentful admonition. 


The cure for thoughtlessness seems to be in a repetition of 
the application of oft-repeated remedies accompanied by sound 
measures of prevention First, a realization that the person to 
whom the promise is made, has other time-demanding duties

that grws heavier us the Mass 0 
Holy Thursday morning progresses, 
instead of the silvery tinkle of the 
Sanctus bell, one hears the harsh 
sound of wooden clappers. The 
choir suill sings but without the rich 
background of organ tones. The com- 
memoration of Christ's Passion has 
begun. 

And yet, despite the silence of 
mourning, there is also a note of joy 
evidenced in the ceremonies of the 
day for this is the anniversary of 
the institution of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment—the priceless gift from the 
overflow of Christ’s inflnite love. In 
thanksgiving for this favor, the 
Church lays aside her mourning and 
celebrates the feast with such joy as 
is not incompatible with the spirit of 
Passiontide. The crucifix is veiled In 
white instead of the sombre purple 
that has covered it since Passlon 
Sunday and at the conclusion of the 
Mass, the Blessed Sacrament, veiled, 
is carried in solemn procession from 
the main altar to a repository. 

The procession and adoration at 
Clarke College are traditional. Long 
lines of students In the dark caps 
and gowns of their rank, or white 
dresses and veils, carrying lighted 
tnpers, precede the priest bearing 
the Blessed Sacrament to the throne 
prepared for it by loving hands -on, 
our Blessed Mother’s altar. A silken 
canopy is draped above the altar 
and the tiny flames of myriad can- 
dies gleam from a bower of flowers 
whose fragrance blends with the 
pungent odor of incense. Then all 
during the day, Christ’s children 
come to pay their homage to their 
Evicharistic Lord 

Night-fall comes and a full silver 
moon hangs motionless over the 
sleeping city and a springtime wind 
chants a sorrowful litany in the 
branches of the evergreens para- 
phrasing the song of the wind in an- 
other garden—a garden of olives,— 
nineteen hundred years ago. How 
different the seene the moon Jooks 
down upon. Then there were angry 
faces Vghted by the fitful glow of 
torches, and a slrangely calm, majes- 
the Figure with a little band of eleven 
frightened men at His back, Now 
its silver light bathes the spires of 
a college chapel, All around, the 
world sleeps but within, the King of 
Kings is holding court. Before Ilis 
throne, The Repository, kneel Ieli- 
gious and tittle groups of white veil- 
ed’ students keeping the night wateh 
with Him. 

In many places throughout the 
world there are Clarke girls who 
cherish the memory of the beautiful 
tradition of the night-time vigil of 
Holy Thursday. They remember how 
they arranged lists of names in such 
a way there would always be some 
group in Adoration before the En- 
charistic King. They remember wak- 
ing in the soft stillness of a Spring 
night, called by girls who were just 
leaving for their visit with the 
Blessed Sacrament. Then, as they 
were ready to leave they would stop 
at the next door and call the girls 
who were lo follow them before they 
took their shadow-marked way to the 
chapel. 

Of the “peace that passeth under- 
standing” that crept into their 
hearts as they knelt before the altar- 
throne, they cannot tell you. It is 
one of the poignant, exquisite things 
that one cannot express, but an ex- 
perience that they have never been 
able to renew since,
